Wilson Leads in California, 
¥ ut Hughes Takes Lead in 
Minnesota — Hughes Has 
Small Lead in West 


Virginia. 


St. Paul, November 9-——Charles E. 
Hughes was leading President Wilson 
in Minnesota early today, but his mar- 
gin was so slight that it was believed 
virtually complete reports from the 
state would be necessary to definitely 
determine the outcome. 

When 2,505 precincts out of a total 
of 3,024 had reported, Hughes was 
leading by 803 votes, the count stand- 
ing: Wilson, 162,285; Hughes, 163,088. 


St. Paul, November 8.—Charles E. 
Hughes took the lead in the presiden- 
tial contest in Minnesota when returns 
from 2,481 precincts out of 3,024 in the 
state compiled at midnight, gave Wil- 
son 160,141; Hughes, 160,365. 

When the closeness of the vote in the 
presidential contest in this state be- 
came evident late tonight se eral state 
officials expressed the belief that the 
definite outcome would not be Known 
until the votes cast by the Minnesota 
guardsmen at the Mexican border had 
been tabulated. Unofficially it was 
estimated that the guardsmen’s vote 
aggregated about 2,800. 


WILSON LEADS 
IN CALIFORNIA. 


San Francisco, November 8.—With 
votes from more than 100 precincts in 
Los Angeles locked up for the night 
and San Francisco virtually complete, 
6.105 precincts of 5,917 in California 
gave Hughes 431,866, Wilson 435,909. 

Hughes was ahead in Los Angeles 
and Wilson in San Francisco. 

Chester H, Rowell, chairman of the 
republican state central committee, 
predicted tonight Hughes will carry 
California by a small majority. Mr. 
Rowell’s statement follows: | 

“Figures gathered by the Los Angeles 
office o*mexrepublioan state commit- 
tee covering more than 1,000 precincts 
and close estimates of the precincts 
mow remaining indicate that Hughes 
will carry Los Angeles county by 23,- 
000. 

“The Los Angeles office estimates 
that this lead will be increased 12,000 
more by other southern California 
counties. If these figures are borne 
out by the final count, Hughes will 
carry California. 

“Our figures in San Francisco indi- 
cate a majority of little, if any, above 
15.000 for Wilson.”

IN NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


Concord, N. H., November 8.—A re- 
count of the vote for presidential elec- 
tors in New Hampshire will be de- 
manded by the democratic state com-.

It was learned that 
the committee had been directed by 
the national committee to call for a 
recount at once and ¢o obtain the best 
available counsel. The national com- 
mittee is said to have guaranteed ex- 
penses of the recount aside from those 
which regularly would fall on the state.

DOUBTFUL STATES 
MUST DECIDE. 


New York, November 8.—Shortly after midnight re- 
turns such as were complete or so far complete as to be 
regarded as indicative gave President Wilson 232 votes 
in the electoral college; Hughes 239, and left 60 votes 
doubtful in eight states. It requires 266 votes to elect a 
president. 

California still showed a lead for the president, and 
his campaign managers were claiming it by at least 15,000. 
The president’s majority there was a little more than 
4,000, with about one-fifth of the districts missing. 


WILSON LEAD 
DROPS IN MINNESOTA. 


In Minnesota the Wilson lead, which was as high as ° 


10,000 early in the day, steadily decreased as the vote of 
the rural districts came in. During the evening Hughes 
took the lead with a small margin, then the president shot 
ahead again, but with less than a thousand votes. The re- 


publican managers claimed the state on the final =>turns. 

Idaho was estimated for the Wilson column with a majority of 
10,000. Kansas, while incomplete with a little more than two-thirds 
of thé districts reported, showed President Wilson leading with more 
than 27,000. Washington, a little more than half reported, was giv- 
ing thespresident a lead of 7,000. | 

West Virginia, two-thirds reported, 
was showing Hughes a majority of 
nearly 2,000. 

WILSON LEADS 
IN NEW MEXICO. 

Wilson was leading in New Mexico 
with only a small proportion of the 
precincts reported. Delaware and 
New Hampshire, counted among the 
Hughes states but incomplete during 
the day, definitely turned into the re- 
publican column.

It is the re- 
sult of a century or more of individual- 
istic industrialism which has left us 
a chaos of competing communities and 
corporations, each with its own stand- 
ards and purposes and morale, enlist- 
ing the unselfish devotion of its mem- 
bers, but too often adjusting their mu- 
tual relations in a spirit of fierce and 
unscrupulous competition and apt to 
be blind to a proper sense of their re- 
lation to the whole.”

Washington, November 8.—-Full in- 
formation regarding the torpedoing 
yesterday of the British passenger liner 
Arabia is awaited at the state depart- 
ment with concern. There has been 
no report indicating that Americans 
were on board the vessel, but the an- 
nouncement of the British admiralty 
that a ship carrying hundreds of pas- 
sengers, including women and children, 
had been destroyed without warning, 
added seriousness to the submarine 
question now pending. 

If it should develop that the Arabia 
carried no Americans, the United States 
probably would take no official notice 
of the incident, although the deepest 
interest would be felt because of the 
| possibility that it might mean a change 
in Germany’s methods of submarine 
warfare. 

A brief cablegram from Ambassador 
Page at London late today announced 
the sinking of the liner. It made no 
mention of Americans on board. In the 
absence of Secretary Lansing, who will 
not return to Washington until tomor- 
row, no formal comment on the case 
was forthcoming.

Father of Girls Injured in 
: Tuesday’s Explosion Seeks 
to Arouse Community to 
Seriousness of Offense. 


Rev. R. A. Belsham, pator of the 
Tabernacle Christian and Missionary Al- 
liance church, father of -Misses Rosa 
and Eva Belsham, 749 North Boule- 
vard, who were severely injured Tues- 
day night when a Forrest avenue trol- 
‘ley car was wrecked by dynamite, 
‘classes the unknown parties who placed 
dynamite on the car tracks along with 
‘murderers and assassins. 

Both the Misses Belsham were se- 
verely injured Tuesday night and were 
emng at their nome Wednesday. 
George L. Porter, 667 North Boule- 
vard, who was also seriously injured 
(in the wreck, is at Grady hospital. 
Mr. Porter’s leg was broken and he 
received severe internal injuries. 

“The man who would put a stick of 
dynamite on a trolicy car track is po- 
tentially a murderer.

| rier had a deficit cf $734.14 upon its 
intrastate freight business, showing 
that this carrier is receiving no return

, Georgia railroad, stated that that road

One of the most remarkable and 
traordinary features attending the election 
was the complete overturning of the fore- 
cast between Tuesday night and Wednesday 
morning.

can politics, and then 
nearly so startling. 

With the polls 
middle and eastern 
hours earlier than in the western states, the 
counting of votes had progressed so far last 
Tuesday night as to indicate beyond perad- 
venture Mr. Hughes’ election, and Mr. 
\ Hughes’ victory was flashed to all corners 
of the nation as a certainty while the voters 
in the western states were still voting! The 
assumption was, of ccurse, that, in keeping 
with tradition, the counting of the ballots 
out there would only add to the republican 
plurality. 

Every iarge newspaper in every impor- 
tant city in the country claimed or con- 
ceded, as the case might ‘be, republican suc- 
cess by a handsome majority. It looked like 
a verdict. Pregident Wilson himself retired 
with hops before midnight, leaving 
structions that he be not disturbed by other 
than favorable election news. He was not 
disturbed, because all during the night the 
news was not favorable to the democracy. 
However, the west was being counted mean- 
while; and when the president awoke Wead- 
nesday morning it was to be greeted by a 
horizon radiant with the glow of victory. 
Hope had sprung up during the night like 
a mushroom, and the stolid east found itself 
rubbing its brow and wondering how it had 
happened!

THIS MUST STOP! 


Tuesdzy night another street car was 
wrecked in Atlanta by the explosion of dy- 


namite placed upon the rails by a person or 


persons unknown to the police. This was 
the most serious of the series of similar 
near-tragedies which have occurred from 
time to time since the inception of the cur- 
rent strike of trolley line employees. 

Due to it two young women and one man 
were seriously injured and came danger- 
ously near losing their lives. 

Whoever is engaged in this diabolical 
work of attempted assassination The Con- 


stitution does not presume to know. But 
The Constitution does know, and all that it 
or the average lay citizen of Atlanta is con- 
cerned in, is the fact that things have come 
to such a pass that the lives of unoffending 
women and children are jeopardized at 
night aboard the trolley cars because of the 
all too frequent recurrence of these acts of 
outlawry, with which our police authorities 
thus far have failed to prove themselves 
able to cope. 

The differences between the trolley com- 
pany and some of its employees are not for 
us to adjust, and the embroglio is none of 
The Constitution’s concern so long as it 
does not jeopardize the lives and physical 
safety of the public. 

We cannot believe that the striking 
street car employees have had any hand in 
these dynamiting outrages. Most of them 
are men of families here in the city, and 
the lives and safety of their own kin are as 
greatly endangered every time an explosion 
occurs beneath the wheels of a street car as 
are the lives and safety of others. It is 
hard to conceive of the baseness of a man 
who would endanger his own flesh and 
blood in order to vent spite upon a corpora- 
tion. 

From the first, the striking car men in 
their public meetings have advised and 
cautioned against just that sort of thing, 
admonishing their own membership and 
their sympathizers to conduct the strike 
along the lines of decency and in strictest 
conformity with law and the rules of order. 

Whoever is doing it attempts the cru- 
elest and most cowardly form of murder. 

He_must know that in the case of an ex- 
plosion beneath a car the conductor and the 
motorman, occupying positions in the ex- 
treme ends of the vehicle, are far less liable 
to injury than are the innocent passengers 
occupying the body of the car which suffers 
the force of the explosion. 

But there ig nothing to be gained by 
argument of the thing. The point is this: 

The acts are being committed—almost 
nightly, of late. Our community is being 
disgraced, and the lives and limbs of citi- 
zens who are in no wise connected with the 
strike are placed in momentary danger. 

And somebody is responsible. 

Who that somebody is is for the police 
to ascertain and punish. 

The thing must stop! If the police force 
as it is now constituted cannot stop it, then 
it must be brought to a degree of profi- 
ciency whereby it can, that’s all. Our peo- 
ple are entitled to physical protection, and 
they must have it. The time for dallying 
with this most vital matter has passed. 

Let us have action, and effective action!

ice three months, saw considerable active 
work in West Virginia. 

It has been remarked by one who knew 
Lawton well when he was a non-commis- 
sioned officer, that his great height and 
weight, together with the fact that he al- 
ways led his men when in action, made him a 
conspicuous figure from the first. Shortly 
after being mustered out of this organiza- 
tion, the governor of Indiana, recognizing 
his genius for leadership, gave him 4a first 
lieutenant’s commission in a new regiment, 
the Thirtieth, then being organized. With 
the Thirtieth Indiana, Lawton was in many 
battles of the civil war, and eventually be- 
came captain of company A. 

He received the congressional medal of 
honor for distinguished gallantry in lead- 
ing a charge of skirmishers against the en- 
emy’s rifle-pits in front of Atlanta, Ga., Au- 
gust 3, 1864. His party not only took these 
pits, but held them in the face of two de- 
termined attacks of the enemy. This med- 
al is to be seen among the Lawton relics 
in the older building of the national museum. 

Promoted for Gallan® Service. 

For his service in the battle of Franklin, 
Lawton was made a lieutenant colonel of 
volunteerg on February 10, 1865, and a little 
more than a month later he was breveted 
colonel for gallant and meritorious services 
during the war. His advance from the ranks 
to this position of honor was a great ac- 
complishment for a young man of only 22. 
Following his mustering out, Lawton was 
a civilian for only eight months; he was 
then commissioned as a lieutenant in the 
regular army and assigned to the Forty-first 
infantry. Later he served in the Twenty- 
fourth, and finally was transferred to the 
Fourth U. S. cavalry, in which branch he 
became captain in 1879. 

Among the historical relics in the na- 
tional museum at Washington, are Law- 
ton’s two service swords used in the civil 
war, a sword and a scabbard presented to 
him by the men of his regiment as a token of 
their confidence and respect, and an ivory 
memorandum péd carried by him during the 
war. 

In 1886, while connected with the Fourth 
cavalry, Lawton wags sent out to apprehend 
the notorious Geronimo and his band of 
Apaches, who were committing depredations 
in Arizona, New Mexico and Mexico, and de- 
fying both the United States and Mexican 
governments. Crossing the Mexican frontier 
with an effective command, Lawton kept up 
a persistent pursuit of the Indians until they 
finally surrendered to General Miles, the de- 
partmental commander. 

Received Special Mention. 

General O. O. Howard, commander of the 
Pacific military division, at this time, gave 
Lawton special mention and credit, in his 
war report for the year, referring to the 
tireless energy with which he proseeuted his 
difficult campaign to a successful comple- 
tion. Relics relating to this period of his 
career include a pair of Mexican shoes worn 
by Captain Lawton when trailing the 
Apaches, and a gold watch and chain pre- 
sented to him by the cattlemen of Central 
New Mexico, in recognition of his services 
in connection with the capture of Geronimo. 

Lawton was called to the staff in 1888 as 
major and assistant inspector general, and 
the next year was advanced to a lieutenant 
colonelcy. A pair of shoulder knots, a pair 
of aiguillettes and a uniform chapeau, worn 
by Lawton while lieutenant colonel and in- 
spector general in the United States army 
are also to be seen in the national collec- 
tions. 

His distinguished service record led him 
to be selected by the president as a brigadier 
general of volunteers on May 4, 1898, and 
during the war with Spain he was made a 
major general of volunteers for his distin- 
guished gallantry in front of Atlanta during 
the civil war. General O. O. Howard states, 
in the “Review of Reviews” for February, 
1900, that Lawton was made a division com- 
mander in the Fifth corps, which was the 
first to disembark at Daiquiri, Cuba. He be- 
came conspicuous from the start, particular- 
ly at the combat of La Guasimas, and com- 
manded the column of attack at El Caney, 
accomplishing this tedious and difficult task 
heroically. Following which he made the 


famous night march to help Wheeler protect 


Safter’s exposed flank and strengthen the 
charge up San Juan slopes, and later op- 
erated with success on -<Shafter’s extreme 
right. 

Served at Santiago de Cuba. 

With Wheeler and Miley he served as an 
American commissioner during the capitula- 
tion of Santiago de Cuba, and was afterwards 
assigned to the Philippines as second in 
command under Otis, where he was actively 
engaged until he fell in battle at San Ma- 
teo, Luzon, December 19, 1899. His opera- 
tions in the istands included a marvelous 
which was described by General 
Howard as “sweeping up the railroad and 
rivers, beating every body of insurgents that 
he met and clearing the whole country, val- 
leys and mountains, mountain passes and 
jungles, of the wily and warry foe amid un- 
told difficulties, dangers and hardships.” 

The national museum collections include 
a pair of spurs of Lawton’s, and a dress 
sword and scabbard owned by him during 
the Spanish-American war, together ‘with 
the flag of the Eighth army corps flown at 
his headquarters at Cabanatuan, Philippine 
islands, from March to December, 1899, the 
staff of which was captured from insurgents 
in Santa Cruz. Two Filipino insurgent flags, 
one captured by Lawton in 1899, are on dis- 
play; also an anting-anting, or cloth decor- 
ated with religious and military symbels, 
worn by a Filipino soldier as a charm against 
bullets, and a manuscript decree by Emilio 


Aguinaldo. Among other memorials are sey- 
eral sete of resolutions and testimonials 


adopted by the Grand Army of the Republic, 
the Odd Fellows, members of his various 
commands and several municipalities.

In order to ascertain Georgia’s rank among 
other southern states in point of campaign 
contributions, Mr. Walker yesterday wired 
the national campaign finance committee 
chairman asking for a statement as to what 
each of the southern states have done. He 
received a statement covering all of them 
with the exception of Texas and Florida, 
showing that they have contributed as fol- 
lows: 

Virginia, $36,000; North Carolina, $31,000; 
Georgia, $21,000; Arkansas, $20,000; Louisiana, 
$18,000; Alabama, $15,000, and South Carolina, 
$13,000. The aggregate amount is approxi- 
mately $200,000. 

Neither Florida nor Texas is enumerated 
in the reply to Mr. Walker’s inquiry, and it 
is possible that Texas, too, surpassed Geor- 
gia in contributions, but there is little dan- 
ger of the state’s having been outdone by 
Florida. 

' Mr. Walker, who was in Atlanta yesterday, 


expressed himself as extremely gratified at 
the manner in which the people of Georgia 
have responded to his calls for party assist- 
ance, and was expressive of the highest of 
praise of the voluntary assistance rendered 
him and the democratic cause by men and 
women workers in all parts of the state. 

“Last Monday,” he said, “in a final en- 
deavor to make the state’s showing the best 
that it could be made, I sent 200 telegrams to 
an equal number of Georgia’ democrats in all 
sections of the state, asking each to con- 
tribute $10.

The original agreement with the associa- 
tion was for the erection of an art museum 
in Piedmont park to be used for the exhibi- 
tion of all kinds of interesting and historical 
subjects.

The first agreement was made with the 
park board in November, 1911, for a period 
of five years.

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“Colmar, the German capital of Upper A!- 
sace, whose aviation grounds are reported to 
have been bombarded by French airmen re- 
cently, is a place of sentimental interest for 
Americans, as it was here that F. A. Bar- 
tholdi, the famous French. sculptor of the 
statue of Liberty in New York harbor, was 
born,” says a bulletin of the National Geo- 
graphic society issued in its war geography 
series, 

“Built on both sides of the Lauch, a trib- 
utary of the Rhine, which flows about 10 
miles to the east, Colmar is a thriving com- 
mercial and manufacturing city of more than 
40,000 inhabitants. It is only about twelve 
miles east of the French border and is 41 
miles by rail south of Strassburg on the main 
line to Basel, Switzerland. 

“The textile manufacturies constitute the 
the chief industrial activity of the city. Silk, 
cotton and woolen weaving and the manu- 
facture of sewing thread are of prime im- 
portance, while the vineyards and productive 
fruit orchards of the surrounding country are 
a profitable adjunct to the industrial life of 
the community. 

A Picturesque Town. 

“While much of the city is modern, with 
fine buildings and straight streets. the inner 
town is particularly picturesque with some 
of its buildings dating back to the time when 
the Emperor Frederick II. declared this an 
imperial free city in the first half of the 13th 
century. Its rise to prominence at that time 
was due largely to the ambition and capaci- 
ty of one of Frederick’s subjects, Wolfelin, 
who surrounded the town with walls but 
who in the accumulation of vast wealth did 
not fortify himself against the envy of his 
sovereign. The lattér confiscated much of 
Wolfelin’s harded store of gold, and tradi- 
tion says that the despoiled subject was 
murdered by his wife, who was no less ava- 
ricious than he and who feared that the em- 
péror would confiscate her share of her hus- 
Band's holdings, unless she ‘disassociated 
herself’ from him. 

“The civie rights granted to the city by 
Rudolph of Hapsburg in 1274, served as a 
model for many other cities throughout the 
empire. The town prospered notably and 
two centuries later had attained a position 
of such power that it bade defiance to Charles 
the Bold. 

Annexed to France by Louis XIV. 

“During the disastrous thirty-years’ war, 
which laid so many cities of Germany low, 
Colmar was at one time in the hands of the 
Swedes and at another a French possession. 
In 1673 the latter nation again occupied the 
town and proceeded to raze the fortifications, 
hight years later Louis XIV. annexed it to 
France by formal decree, and it remained 
in possession of that country as the capi- 
tal of Haut-Rhin department until 1871, 
when, with the other cities of Alsace and 
Lorraine, it was added by conquest to the 
German empire. 

“In addition to Bartholdi, in whose honor 
a monument has been erected in the city, 
Colmar boasts of the foremost German 
painter of the 15th century, Martin Schon- 
Sauer, as a native son. The finest example, 
of this artist’s work is to be found here in 
the thirteenth century church of St. Martin. 
The canvas is called ‘The Madonna of the 
Rosehedge.’ Schongauer founded a famous 
school of engraving in Colmar, from which 
sprung ‘the little masters’ and an important 
group of Nuremberg artists. The famous 
Dominican nunnery of Unterlinden, founded 
in 1232, has been converted into a Schon- 
gauer museum, which contains many early 
German paintings and a room set aside for 
the plaster casts and models of Bartholdi, 
who died in 1904. 

“Colmar probably occupies the site of the 
Roman settlement of Columbarium, but the 
first mention of the place in Frankish his- 
tory occurs in 823 as a royal villa of Louis 
1, the third son of the emperor Constantine, 
who was surnamed ‘the Pious’ when he ban- 
ished his sisters from court because of their 
immoral lives. In the same century Charles 
the Fat, Roman emperor, held a diet here.” 


America’s Rat Population.

The board bill for American rats is about 
$182,000,000 annually. Dr. Richard H. Creel, 
who has earned high laurels as an expert in 


figures, estimates the rate population as equal 
to the human population. But unless proper 
preventative measures are taken speedily, 
the rats in the country will make a charge 
on our resources far in excess of the present 
figure. As rapid breeders, rats leave the 
guinea pigs far in the rear. From ten to 
eighteen rats arrive in a little. Litters are 
bi-monthly events in rat nests, and the young 
rats begin to multiply when they are from 
three to six months old. Rats have become a

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NO ANTI-PARALLELING 
AMENDMENT PASSED 


Governor Harris yesterday gave out the 
following statement in regard to the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad anti-parallel con- 
stitutional amendment, which failed of pas- 
sage in the last legislature when it was in- 
corporated in another bill to empower the 
Western and Atlantic commission to extend 
the state road to the sea: 

“No amendment to the constitution touch- 
ing the anti-paralleling of the Western and 
Atlantic road was passed, and no act was 
passed referring to that matter except the 
act of August 11, 1915,,and that merely as 
an amendment to the railroad corporation 
law of the state. At the term which ad- 
journed in August, 1916, some amendments 
were made to the leasing act, but these had 
no reference to the paralleling of the road. 
One constitutional amendment looking tothe 
issuing of bonds for the extension of the 
road was defeated in the legislature. 

“The validity of the act of 1915 prohibit- 
ing the grant of corporate powers for the 
purpose of paralleling the state road, is in 
issue before the supreme court at the pres- 
ent time and has not yet been decided. The 
governor has no statement to make as to 
what would be done for the protection of 
the state road if this act were declared un- 


constitutional.” 


Planting Trees in the Fall.

There is a general impression that the 
time to plant trees !s in the spring. With 
the approach of summer, people seem much 
more interested in plans of improvement. 
They are making gardens and gleaning up 
grounds, and it is easy to interest them-in 
the idea of permanent beautification with 
foliage. But, according to the experts, there 
is no time better suited for tree planting 
than the fall. There is less demand then on 
the sapling for vitality, and it can spend its 
energy in acquiring roots. The beauty of a 
town is more dependent on tree growth than 
any other thing. No matter how attractive 
houses you may put in a new town or new 
section, they will always look bare and 
staring unless partly screened by trees. And 
a street of small homes looks sordid and 
homely unless it has foliage. It is surpris- 
ing how many defects are covered by tree 
growth. Houses may need painting, but if 
there are beautiful trees in the street or on 
the grounds to attract attention, minor faults 
pass unnoticed.

OFTEN AMERICANS 


Men Are in Mining Districts 
of Mexico and Haven’t 
Been Heard From. 


El Paso, Texas, November 8.—As no 
news has been received here for ten 
days of the Americans known to be 
in the Parral and Magistral mining dis- 
tricts, fears for their safety have in- 
creased. 

Ten Americans were known to be in 
Parral before its reported evacuation 
by General Herrera. Nothing has been 
heard of them since October 28. Eight 
Americans and other foreigners have 
likewise been cut off from communi- 
cation in the Magistral mines. The 
Alvarado company is unable to con- 
firm the report that T. G. Hawkins, of 
the company, had reached Torreon en 
route to Eagle Pass, Texas.

Among the acts of violence committed in New York to force that 
compulsion upon employees and emplovers was the recent notorious 
blowing up of a subway station with a dynamite bomb. 


The perpetrators of the subway bombing in New York have been 
caught by the police, and the story reproduced herewith from The 
New York World shows who they are and details their confession: 


FIVE MEMBERS OF LOCAL No, 731 


‘“‘The careless dropping of a small bit of ordinary slow-burning 
fuse and a tiny brass concussion cap in the grass of Central Park in the 
early morning of October 25 foiled a plot to dynamite the subway at 
Times Square yesterday; solved the mystery of the terrible explosion 
in the tube station at Lenox Avenue and One Hundredth and Tenth 
street on October 25, and resulted in the arrest of six of the seven men 
whom the police charge with executing the latter and planning the 
former crime. 


‘Four of the six men arrested were officials of Local No. 731 of 
the Amalgamated Association of Street and Electric Railway Em- 
ployees of America; the fifth is a member of the local, and the brother 
of the wife of the sixth is engaged to marry the sister of one of the 
others. 


‘‘From confessions and other evidence in the hands of Commis- 
sioner Wood’s men and of the district attorney, there is little reason 
to doubt that had the police acted 24 hours later fifty sticks of dynamite 
would have been set off in the subway station at Times Square—or at 

‘Fifty-ninth street and Columbus Circle, had circumstances been more 
propitious for the latter. : 


COLLECTED WITH HAND ORGANS 


‘‘One hundred and ninety dollars were taken from the treasury 
of Local No. 731 to finance these plans for wrecking the Interborough 
subway. Every cent of this sum, the prisoners admit, was collected from 
the people of New York city through appeals the strikers made for 
charity in their ‘‘hand-organ’’ crusade. ig 


‘‘Late last evening the six prisoners were committed to prison in 
default of $20,000 bail each for further hearing Monday. They are: 


‘‘Thomas J. McGuire, 28, of No. 399 Bloomfield Ave., Caldwell, 
N. J., a chauffeur.

‘‘The police expect to arrest shortly a seventh man. His name is 
withheld. He is described as a striker and a member of the union, and 
is charged with playing one of the leading parts in the conspiracies. 


WERE A SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


‘‘These seven men, in the expressed opinion of the police yester- 
day, formed a special committee whose purpose was the wrecking of 
the subway at various points with dynamite. Records show that in 
carrying out this purpose they had at the time of theiz.arrest pur- 
chased one hundred sticks of dynamite, several hundred percussion 
caps and a quantity of fuse. 


‘It is only just to say, however, that the police disclosed yester- 
day no evidence of any character to show that the international offi- 
cials of the Amalgamated Association had any knowledge of the plots. 


‘‘However, Murray Spies, a lawyer, who said he was in the employ 
of the Amalgamated, represented th® prisoners at their arraignment. 
Louis Fridiger, another Amalgamated lawyer, stated last night that, 
whether union men ‘were charged with spitting or with more serious 
crimes,’ they would be defended by the organization unless they were 
guilty and confessed.”’ 


In Atlanta the Amalgamated Association of Street and Electrie 
Railway Employees of America has been ‘‘striking’’ to compel the 
formation here among employees of the street car system of Local No. 
732 of that association. 


Among the acts of violence committed here to force that com- 
pulsion upon employees and employers have been thirty cases of 
dynamiting cars and six cases of foxestalled attempts to dynamite 
other cars.

1896—Solly Smith defeated Willie 
Smith in eight rounds at London. This 
battle of the Smiths attracted quite a 
bit of attention, although both of these 
fistic representatives of the world’s 
most numerous family are now well 
nigh forgotten. Solly, a Californian 
by birth, was featherweight champion 
of the world less than a year later, 
defeating George Dixon in a twenty- 
round engagement in San Francisco. 
Solly had knocked out Dal Hawkins 
and Johnny Griffin and defeated other 
good men when he first fought the 
Chocolate Drop in 1893 at Coney 
Island. Dixon stopped him in seven 
rounds on that occasion.
